CIA will check its needs and 
inform the Air Force how many people it might wish to send.

6. Action ; It was agreed that the rate of production 
would remain at 8 for this fiscal year and that the matter 
would be reconsidered by the IAC in June. 

7. Discussion ; Several of the agencies stated that at 
best they would have difficulty in reaching a rate of production 
of 8 NIS's this year and that they could not, therefore, increase 
the goal to 15 per year at this time. Captain Knowles pointed 
out that because of recruitment problems and other delays it was 
necessary to plan NIS production almost a year in advance. 

Several of the members did not feel able, however, to tell at 
this point what production rate they would be able to achieve in 
fiscal 1952, but suggested that the matter be reconsidered in 
the summer.
